‘The mensure usually prevaily in the
House of Commons, but in the House of
Lords, where the influence of the Bench of
Bishops is exerted against it, and the oou-
gervative element ia in the ascendanoy, it 14
decicively defented. ‘T'he subjoct has been
once more before the British pnblis, and i
bill legalizing such marringos recently passed
the lower hounse of Parlinment, only to be de-
feated in the upper house. This result was
foreshadowed by the action of a meeling in
the conservative interest, in which a number
of lorda temporal and spiritual participated,
recently held in London. The chairman,
Earl Percy, denonneed the measure as con-
trary to Ioly Scripture, conteary to the rule
of the Charch in nll ages, and ocoulrary
to coinmon ganse and all right
feeling; and he believed that if it shonld be-
come n law it would be productive of Lhe
worst effects both socially and morally.
Another lord showed that the present law
against such marringes bad been the law of
England for a thousand years; and
Bishop of Winochester, familiarly koown in
England as “‘Soapy Samuel,” declared that
if there was no law of aflinity to restraina
man from marrying his wife's sister, the law
of consanguinity did not prevent him from
marrying his own daughter, and he pro-
nonnoed it to be a high crime and misde-
meanor for any one even to mention in terms
of advoeacy such a shameful act, He adjured
the English people to reject the proposal as
one tainted with impurity, and which wonuld
sap the foundations of morality and public
decenoy,

In the United States, where a distinotion
has been made between marrigges of kindred
and those of mere aflinity, such language
seems extravagant, if not absolutely ladi-
crous. No law here prevents a man from
marrying bis deceased wife's sister, and suoch
marriages do in fact take place, though by
no means frequently. DBut the terrible re-
sults anticipated by the English alarmists
have not fullowed. The purity of domestio
life has in no appreciable degree been sul-
lied, and it is within the experience of almost
any one that the infaot children of a deceasad
wife have been cared for, as they porhaps
could not otherwise have been, by her sister
gucceeding as their mother, Not only
has the tone of society not been lowerad
by the celebration of such wmarriages, but
there is reason (o believe that domestic
bhappiness would be promoted if they conld
oftener oconr. Widowers, with or without
families of young children, usually, however,
incline to matrimonial allinnces in a different
direction from their first venture, BSome
general law of change perhaps influences
them, or they are opposed, for reasons similar
to those adduced by conservative Englishmen,
to marrying their sisters.in-law. DBuat the
significant facts are that in a country which
legalizes marriages with a deceased wife's

gister they are mot frequent, the basis of
sooial life {ms not been unsettled, and public

morals are as pure and public decency as
striotly enforeed as in Evgland. The sabject
is one which may well be left to individual
tastes and temperaments, If the law should
ever be changed in England, a natural raole
of selection which is superior to Parliamen-
tary enactments will in all probability pre-
vent there, as it has in Awmerica, the frequent
oceurrence of marriages which so shock the
feelings of hereditary British legislators.

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PLAYING AT SOLDIERS.
From the N, Y, Times,

The publication of the ‘‘accounts” of the
Fenian Brothers who occupied the Moffatt
Manpgion in Union Square, in 1866, induaces
one to ask once more, how it is that the
patriotism of the Irish in the United States
can 80 mm&)lolaly overwhelm their sense of
bhumor, and their general strong sversion to
being cheated. The opening of the Moffatt
Mansion was a kind of formal experiment on
Irish credulity, and the accounts show that
it was oarried out with ludierous powp and
circumstance. In the first place, the estab-
ment of a belligerent ‘‘Government,” on
foreign soil, was in itsalf a buge joke, but
this was suggested, and its real nature dis-
guised, by the operations of the Southerners
in Liverpool. The Rebels really had their
Navy Department iu that city, which fitted ount
expeditions against the enemy, with as much
assurance and success as if it were working
on its own territory; but then, it had terri-
tory of its own elsewhere, and a regularly or-
ganized government to back up ita preten-
sions, and give it force and substance. It
was charsoteristic of the Fenians to perceive
only that the Confederacy had its seat on
foreign soil, and dispatched military expedi-
tions from a neutral port, and not to perceive
at all the importance of having some-
where a political organization to fur-
nish it with anthority and standing ‘
in the forum of international law, The
institutions which were set up in the Mofatt
Mansion were, on the contrary, the baseless
fabrics of a vision, The ‘“‘Head Centre,” who
presided over it, had no Circle. The ‘‘Secre-
tary of Civil Affairs” had no *‘civil affairs” to
attend to. The ‘“‘military affairs” were all
civiland **penceable” ns possible. The ‘‘bonds,
of which the pumerous *“‘bond olerks” took
charge, bound nobody; and ‘‘the Chief of
Artillery” had no guns, The whole thing was,
in short, a hittle comedy which “‘drew"” about |
150,000, and this sum the principal per- |
formers divided among themselves,

Nevertheless, the ﬂﬂ:sml dissatiafaction
caused among the Fenian public by the per- |
formance did not prevent its reproduction
under a new pame in 15864, but with the *'In- |
vasion" left ont. Money came in, and “war" |
was declared a8 before, to the huge delight |
of thousands of Irishmen, whose faith and
hope seem to ba absolutely boundless, The
failure last sumumer in Canada was encugh to
damwp the enthusiesm of any other nailion,
Even Parisians would bave saccumbed nuder
it, but Irishmen hardly ever ask for anything
but & change of leaders, for they firmly bold
the French theory thst when they are de- |
feated it is through “‘treason.”

Accordirgly, we are now informed that the
chiefs who buve besn of late presiding over |
the Fenlan Drotherhood on these shores ave
to be set aside remarselessly by the recently |
arrived “‘exiles,” who are bLereafter to have
the direction of all movements on this side
of the water for the overthrow of the British
Ewpire, This is very like what happened
once before, when the arrlval of Y:mas

Stephens, another renowned “‘exile,” broke
op the ‘‘Moifatt Mansion" establishment, and
turned the Centre and the bond clerks an‘
chiefs of civil and military affairs ont on a
cold and nnfeeling world. If this happens
again, we doubt very much whether the
‘'exiles” will mest with as hespitable a recep-
{ion on this side of the water as they have

never baving died ont, while it derives addi-
tional force now from the concessions which
Government has felt ealled upon to make on
certain questiong of reform. What gave the
repeal agitation under O'Connell its death-
blow was the general belief that its suncooss
wos hopeless. DBut sinee agitation has re-
sulted in bringing about snch tremendons
c¢hanges as the disestablishment of the
Chburch, and the conecession of more *‘tenant
rights” than its advocates even ten years ago
dreamed of ever asking for, people have not
unnaturally begun to inguire whether the
old sch(-tﬁ":a of legislative independenoce is,
after all, impracticable, and sowme of the
baser sort are not unnaturally asking them-
selves also whether the species of agitation—
that 18, the shooting, outting, and blowing
up, which seem to them to bave brought
about the abolitien of the Ohurch and the
new Land law--may not be made to effoct
the repeal of the Legislative Union also.

We think it may be safely said that there
is only one- argument against the repeal of
the Union which has any weight with any-
body besides Englishmen, but this isa very
strovg one, viz., the awful badness of the
Government which Irishmen set nup when
they get a chance toset one up. The Mof-
fatt Mansion Government was, to be sure, a
farce; but then it, like the whole Fenian or-
ganization, does not nfford the slightest evi-
dence that the men who got it up and oar-
ried it on were capable of serions work—
which a really well-acted farce might have
done. And then, we are sorry to say, that in
our times the cause of Irish independence has
a foe of which Grattan, Ilood, Emmet and
Wolfe Tone never dreamed of, namely, the
muniecipal government of New York, Had it
existed, such as we now gee it, in the last
centur: Grattan would never have thundered
sgainst the Union, and Tone would naver
have been hanged. Castlereagh would only
have had to distribute the New York Corpo-
ration Manual pretty freely among the de-
cent people of the island to prevent the
heroes of 1758 from makiog any figure in his-
tory.

—In the course of the late war the
French often called their ememy by the
names of Goths and barbarians, and bystan-
ders have been so far moved as from time to
time to agree with them. But it was re-
served for a ln:E&rm Prnirmnr of Berlin to qr
this title upon counirymen a8 & ocompli-
ment, and by way of strict historical parallel
made in celd blood. At the conclusion of a

beget; trafMc was closed upon the Tiber, the pres-
sure of famine commenced, they to portion
out the bread per head, then to distribute half ra-
tons, at last one-third rations only, as the neces-
sity graduslly became more terrible. FPestilence
and comtsgion began their fearful work in
the Invested space: It became jmpossible s
much as to bury the dead, for the cemetleries were
all In the oocupation of the enemy. The besleged
